Whereas Levi Peafe, of -Bofton, commonwealth of ` 
Mailachufetts, has, at great expence and trouble, 
eftablifhed a {tage from Springfield, in the common=— 
wealth of Maflachuletts, up Connecticut river as 
far as Dartmouth College ; which ftage rans a large 
diftance, in the ftate -of Vermont.—And whereas 
the faid Levi reprefents that the emoluments of the | 
ftage, though at prefent fmall, may in afew years, 
by proper encouragement, become lucrative to hime 
felf, and advantageous to the inhabitants upon Con— 
necticut River and the adjacent country.—Theree 
fore, for the due encouragement of fo beneficial an 
undertaking, 

IT is hereby enaéted by the General Affembly of. the 
State of Fermont, That thefaid Levi Peafe have, and 
thereis hereby given to him the fole and exclufive 
right and privilege ofrunning the flage on the afore- 
faid route through this ftate, forand during the term 
of twelve years, on the following conditions, to wit, 
that the faid Levi Peafe fhall not exact more or greater 
fare than is ufually received on thedifferent routes of 
the mail Rage through Connecticut and Maflachufetts.

feveral diftridts, hall be deemed duly elected ; and the 
governor, at the time of iffuing the writs of eleGtion, 
as aforefaid, {hall fend tothe feveral towns the names of 
the four perfons who have the greateft number of vores, 
and the number of votes which each of faid four peri- 
ons hall have. And, 

Itis hereby further enacted by the authority afore- 
faid, Tliacif it fhall fo happen that any two or more of 
faid perions {hall have an equal number of voies, the 
governor fhal] fend out the names of faid perfons, who 
thall have an equal number of votes, and {hall ifue his 
writs of election in the manner before directed, and 
the proceedings thereon fhall be the iame as laft be- 
fore directed, except that the freemen fhall give in 
their votes only forfuch perfons as are declared tohave 
the higheft number of votes, as aforefaid. And, 

It is hereby further enacted, That the faid clerks 
fhall receive out of the treafury of this late, fuch rea- 
fonable compenfation therefor as fhall be allowed them 
by the fupreme court. And, 

itis he:eby further enacted by the authority afore 
taid, Thatifany conftable or other prefiding officer of 
duch meeting, ihall refule or neglect to deliver) the 
votes of the town tothe clerk of the county court, as. 
is in this act directed, they fhall forfeit and pay tol the 
treafury of this ftate, the fum of five pounds, with 
cofts of profecution ;-to be recovered by bill, plaint, 
or information. | And, 

It is hereby further enacted by the authority aforee | 
faid, That the feveral conftables for returning the 
votes to the feveral clerks, as directed inthis aa, {hall 
be allowed the fum of four pence per mile for their ace 
tual travel from their place of holding the meeting,’ to 
ihe clerk’s office, and che Tupreme court are directed to 
examine and allow the accounts of the feveral confta- 
bles, and draw orders on the treafurer for the fame.
